mongt theſe glozious trops oi London Ladies, Angelica the Carls 
daughter had the thieleſt pꝛaiſe foꝛ beauty and tourtin behabiout:

lica. 90 upon a time as he ſfod loking out of his Chamber Win: 
dow, he cſpied the Piſtris of His foul fitting in a garden under a

Kcate hands. and cok ſuch pleaſant patns in that maiden like ex- 
ercile, that the well coloured blood in her face began to wax warm,

death, and this Countrey England, of force muſt loſe him. that hath 
filled her bounds with many triumphant victories: therefore ſweet 
Angelica, it thy heart be ſo obdurate, that the tears of my true love 
may nothing mollife,yer cake pitty on thy Country, that through thy 
cruelty ſhe loſe not her wonted glory, and be made unhappy, by the 
loſs of her Soveraign : thou ſeeſt my divine Angetlica , kow I chat 
have made Princes ſtoop, and Kings to humble when I have frown'd, 
do now ſubmiſſively yield my bigk honour to thy feet, either to be 
made happy by thy Love, or unhappy in thy hate; that in time to

Bit now their 
ſecret meaning required a policn to kep their privy lobes both 
rom King Arthurs Queen, and from old Androgius, àngellicas Fa- 
ther: and that their ſecret jong might long time continue with⸗ 
out miſtruſt of anp party whatloever ; this device then tontrived:

This his commandment was lo ſpeedily perfozned by the id 
wiſe , that the verp next moaning ihe ſtole the poung Jntant from 
hig Yothers keeping , and boꝛe it ſetretſn to the plate appointed, 
there laping it down upon a turi of green Gralg: it ſeemed pꝛetti⸗ 
in to ſmile , turning his Chuſfasepes up towards the Elements, 
as though it io:cknew irs own go? ioztime. This being done, the 
Mid⸗wife with-dzew her ſclf ſome little diſfance from that place, 
and Ha her ſel: clefely behind a well grown Oak, diligentln 
mararig what ſhould betide the comfoztleſs Infant: But long 
ſs: i:5 07 there remained, but there flocked ſuch a number of lit 
tit 51'S about che poung Harmelcls Babe, and made ſuth a chirp⸗ 
ing inely>p, that it fell into a ſilent flumber,and flepr as ſweetlp ag 
though it Had bern laid in a bed of ſofteſt Silk. By this time, the 
golden Sun began to gliſter on the Poiuntain tap, and his Siſter 
Luna to with dꝛaw her waterich countenance : at which time the 
pleaſant Shepherds began to tune their Pozning Notes , and to 
repair ito their ſolded Sheep, atcozding to their wonted manner: 
Amangſt which crew of luſty Swains , old Antonio appzoached 
out of his Gate with a cheerful tountenante: whoſe Beard was 
as winte as poliſhed Silber, oꝛ like to Snow lping upon the Noꝛ⸗ 
thern Pountains : This bonn Shepherd no ſoner eſpied Angel 
licaes ſweet Babe lning upon the Villock, but 1mmediacely He tok 
it up: and viewing circumlpeclp everp part of the rich Ueſt- 
nents wherein it was wꝛapped, at laſt found out the Purſe of

3 — Antonio reteibed the poung Infant, ſhe retur⸗ 
ned back unto Angellicaes Chamber , whom ſhe found bitcerly la⸗ 
menting the loſs oi Her tender Babe , thinking that ſome Famp 
Numph had ffoln it awan: but aach was the kind tomtozt which 
the ſmooth tongurd Pidwiſe gave her in that extremity, where 
her ſozrow ſ;emed the leſs, and Her miſfruſfinl fear exchanged into 
ſmiling hope; pet neither would the K1ng.n02 the Pidwife, at ann 
time whatſoever, make known unto Her what was become ol. her 
little Son, but dziving her off with delays and fond excuſes , leg 
Having intelligente of his abode, ſhe ſhould (though kind love, and 
natural affecion)go viſit him, and ſo diſcover their Loves pꝛaaiteg. 

Thus lived the moſt fair Angellica mann days in great grief, 
wiſhing his return, and deſiring Heaven that the Deftintes might 
be ſo favourable , that once again befoze the fatal Siffers had fi⸗ 
niſhed her life, the might behold Her Infants fate; fo: whoſe pꝛe⸗ 
fence her ſoul thirſted. :

Of the manner of Tem of Lincolnes bringing up, and how he firſt 
came to be called the Red-roſe Knighe : with other things that 
hapned to him, | 


Reat was the wealth that old Antonio gathered together, bn 
Fmeans of the Treaſure he found about rhe Jnfants attire, 
whereby he became the richett in all that Country, aud purchaſed 
Lands and L1vings.that his ſuppoſed Son (foz wealth) was derm⸗ 
ed a fit match for a Knights Daughter: net fo2 all this, his bꝛing⸗ 
Emin was but mean, and in a homely ſozt: faz after he had pal⸗ 
- ten vears of his Age he was let to keep Ancenios Sheep, and to 
ow Husbandw, whereby he grew ſtrong and hardy, and tonti⸗ 
mute gabe Himſelf to painful Endeavours , imagining and devi- 
ng haughtn and great Enterpꝛiſes: net notwithſtanding was of 
MT vertuons Conditions, welt featured, Ualiant, ores

Quick and Nimble, Sharp-witted, and ol a ripe Judgement; he 
was Ualiant, and of an mvincible courage : ſo that from the Cra- 
dle and Zufancp , it ſœmed he was bowed to Mars, and Partial 
Exploits. And in his like and manners is detiphered the Image of 
true Nobility: toz though he obſtrelꝝ lived in a Country Cottage. 
pet had he a ſuperiour nund, aiming at ſtate and majeſtn, bearing 
in his bzealt the Pꝛinteln thoughts of His Father. Foz an a time 
keeping Cattel in the Field among other poung men of his age 
and tondition, he was choſen {in ſpozr by them) loꝛ their Lozd-, oz» 
Kniqhkt, and then to attend on him like dutiful Servants : and al- 
though this their electton was but in plan, net He whoſe ſpirits 
were raviſhed with great and high matters , firff pzocured them, 
to ſwear to him Lopaltn in all things, and to oben Him as a King, 

Here, 02 when, it ſhould pleaſe hun in any matter to command 
them, to which chen all moſf willingly condeſcended. Thus after 
then Had ſolemnly taken their Daths,he perſwaded them to leave 
that baſe and ſerbile kind of life, ſerking to ſerbe in Mar, and to 
follow him, being their General: the which thzongh perſwaſion 
then did, and fo leabing their Cattel to their Fathers and Paſterg, 
then aſſembled all together, to the full number of a Hundzed at the 
leaſt: imto whom he gabe tertain Red Roſes, to be won foz Co- 
lours in their Pats, and commanded them ever alter he ſhould be 
called the Red-rofe Knight. So in this manner departed he with 
his followers unto Barnſdale Heath, where then pitched up Tents, 
and lived a long time upon the robberies & ſpoples of paſſengers 
inſomuch that the whole Coumtren was moleſted bn them. 

This diſoꝛdered lite fo highlu diſpleaſed the Parents of theſe 
unruln Outlaws, that mann of them dyed with grief; but eſpeti⸗ 
alln of all other, old Antonio tok it in ill part; conſidering how 
deariꝝ He loved him, and how tenderln he Had bzought him up from 
his intancu: there ſoꝛe he purpoſed to pzaniſe a means to call him 
{rom that uncivil kind of lile, if it might poſſible be bꝛought to 
paſs : ſo in His old dans undertaking this task, He travelled to⸗ 
wards Barneſdale Heath; into which being no ſoner entred , but 
one ot the rider ſozt of theſe Outlaws ceazed upon the old Ban, 
and without ann lurther Utolence , bzought Him beloꝛe their Loꝛd 
and Cartain : who ar the firſt fight knew him to be his Father 
(as he thought) and therefoze uſed him moſt kindly , giving him 
the beſt entertainment that He could deviſe ; where, alter . —

do2s : but ſuch was my pitty towards thee, that I took thee up, and 
ever ſiuce have foſtred the e as mine ovn chi d : but now ſuch is thy 
unbrid'ed folly, that my kind courteſie is requited with extream in- 
gratitude, which lin, above all others, the immortal pewers of Hea- 
ven do eon ſemn, and the very Devgs themſelves co hate: therefore 
like a Serpent, henceforth will I ſpit at the, and never ceaſe to make 
inceſſant pravers to the juſtful Heavens, to revenge this thy mon- 
ſtrous diſobed cence. 

Thele woꝛds being ended, he gave ſuch an extream ſigh, that 
bis verp heart brake with grief , and he immediately died in the 
pꝛeſente of the Red-roſe Kn ght. Saz whoſe death He made moze 
ſozrowlul lamentation, then Niobe did foz her ſeben Sang. But 
in retompente ot old Antonio's Rind love ; that preſerved His In⸗ 
fancy from the furp of the ravenous Fowls,he intombed him moſt 
ffatel» in the Citn of Lincoln, whoſe bodphe ſent thither bp cer- 
tain Paſſengers whom he had taken, and withal , a rhouſand 
ponds in treaſures, to be beſfowed upon a great Bell to be rung 
fat his Funeral, which Bell he tauſed to be called Toua Lincoln, 
after His own Name , where to this dap it remaineth in the ſame 
City: theſe Paſſengers being as then rich Merchants of London, 
Having retewed the dead boda of old Antonio, and withal the 
treaſure, went with all ſpeed unto Lincoln, and perfozmedevern 
thing as the Red,roſe Knight Had appointed. 

The death of this good old man not oneln cauſed a general ſoz- 
row thwugh the whole Citp, but ſtrook ſuch an extream griet to 
old Antonio's Wife, that ſhe within few days peilded her life co the 
remozſeleſs ſtroke ot the frowning deſtinies, and was buried in the 
fame grave where her Hus band was intom bed: whole deaths we 
will now leave to be mourned bp their deareſt friends, and like- 
wiſe foz bzevities ſake paſs over mann Stratagems which were 
accompliſhed by the Red:roſe Knight and His followers upon 
Barneſdale Heath, and return to Ring Arthur and his Knights, 
ouriſhing in the Faglith Court. 
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Be report of Tom of Lincolns pzacices grew ſo general a⸗ 
TS the vulgar ſoꝛt of people, that at laſt it tame to King 
Arthurs ears ; who imagined in his Puncelp mind, that he wag 
ſpꝛung of his blod, and that He carried loltu thoughts of Honour 
planted in his bꝛeſt, though ſhwwded under a Country life: there: 
foze , thwugh kind nature, He purpoſed to Have him reſident in 
Court with him, that he might daily ſe his ſparks of honour ſhew 
their reſplendent b:ightneſs, pet in ſuch obſcurity , that He ſhould 
not know the ſmalleſt motion of His Parentage: therefaze He catcy 
together the of His appꝛobed Knights, namely Lancelot du Lake, 
Sir Triſtram, and Sir Triamore, and gabe them in charge, if it 
were pollible, to fetch the Red-roſe Knight unto His Court: of whole 
adventurous exploits he Hath Heard ſo mann times repozted : and 
withal, he gabe them general pardon, ſealed with his pꝛibn Seal, 
fo; him and all His lawlefs followers, ; 

This commiſſion being received by the the worthy Knights, 
then with all ſped armed themſelves in rich Coꝛſeletg, and ffrong 
habiliments of War, and fo rode towards Barneſdale Heath: where 
being no ſwner tome, and delivered their Peſlage from the King, 
but the Red-roſe Knighsgave them an Honourable welcome , and 

tor the days moſt roxally feaſted them under large Canvas tents, 
wiercin they flept as ſecurely, ag if then Had been in King Arthurs 
Court, oz in a ffrong Caftle of Mar. 

Alter this, Tom ef Lincoln ſeleced out an hundꝛed of his reſolute 
followers, ſuch as he liked of, and came with Sir Lancelot, andthe 
reſt ot the Engliſch Court, where King Arthur not oneln gabe him 
a friendin entertainment, but alla inſtalled him one of the Knights 
of the Round Table: and withal, pzoclatmed a ſolemn Turaaz 
ment, that ſhould be holden in the honour ot this new made Knight: 
to which Turnament, aſſembled from other Countries , many 
PÞ:inces, Barons, and Knights of high Honour , which behaved 
themſelves inoſt nobln, and won great commendations of every 

vrhalder : but eſpecially the Red-roſe Knight, who fo: that dap (fwd 
as Cp pion againſt all temmerg: in that Turaa:nent , *

dans derd of his knight hood, where onelp byr his val and pow 
els he oberthꝛew thie Kings, and thirty other Knights, all famoy- 
ſed foꝛ Chivalrn, whereby he obtained ſuch grace in the Engliſh 
Court, that he Had by the King a pair of golden ſpurs put upon His 
cet, and generally of the whole afſnbly was accountedone of the 
vzabeſt Knights that then lived in the wozld, 

But now mark how frowning foztume ended their Triumphe 
with unlucky news: fo: the fame dan beloze the Knights unbuck- 
led their Armours, there arrived a Pellenger, who certified King 
Arthur, How His Embaſſadonr was imjuſtip put to death in the 
Portugale Court, (which was an act contrary both to the faith of 
Princes, and the Law of Armes: Foz whole death King Arthur 
grew ſo inraged, that he ſwoze by the Honour of His bzight Re⸗

in found guilty, His deſire was, that hig Souldiers ſhould glozp in 
nothing ſo much, as in Partial Pꝛowelg, vertue and wiſdom- Rua

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ebermoꝛe gabe them their pap wityour fraud 02 deteit. He Honon: 
red. he pꝛaiſed, he imbꝛated and killed them, and withal kept them 
in aw and ſubjeaion: by which means his lame and honour grew 
ſo renowned, that His Armp dall intreaſed moze and maze: 
when he lirſt arrived upon p ceafines of Portugal, his Camp grew 
to be as great as eber was Ceſars, wien he conquered the Wettern 
woꝛld, and in matchleſs pꝛowels nothing 1:teriour unto His, So 
loꝛtimate were his pꝛotædings, that he made a great part of the

N the Year 1647, the Parliament then Sitting in England, 
gave a Commiſſion to Collonel Michael Jones to be Lieute- 
nant-General of the Horſe for the Service of Ireland, to 
Reduce that Kingdom under the Obedience of England. 

That upon the 82h of Auguit 1648, the ſaid Coll. Jones Fought 
the Iriſh Rebells; under the Command of General Pre ſton, at Dun- 
gan⸗ Hill in the County of Math, and Kill d 5000 of them, with 
the loſs but of 16 of the Engliſh ; by which the City of Dublin, 
and the Proteſtants therein, and many thouſands in other places 
Were preſerved : For which, and other great Services, that Par- 
liamient Granted unto, and Settled on the ſaid Coll. Jones and his 
Heirs, the Eſtate of James Bath of Arhcarn in the County of Math, 
an Iriſh Rebel: Which Eſtate, by Vertue of the ſaid Grant, he 
was poſſeſſed of and enjoyed, and did by his laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment bequeath unto his Nephew Michael Jones, who according- 
ly enjoyed it till about the Year 1663, and was then Diſpoſſeſſed 
of it by Vertue of a pretended Cuſtodium by Sir Luke Bath (Son to 
the atoreſaid Janies Bath, who was alſo in actual Rebellion ) with- 
out any Tryal or Hearing at Law, and was never ſuffered to pro- 
dace his Title; or make his Defence, tho' he often Petitioned for 
the fame ; neither had he any Reprizal for the {aid Eſtate, or 
any Satisfaction by Debentures for his Uncle's Service, as other 
Soldiers had. That the ſaid Coll. Jones would have had Lands 
{ett out for his Arrears, but that he and his Heirs relied on the 
Benefit defigned and intended him by the Ordinance of the above- 
mentioned Parliament. That the ſaid Lands are now in His 
Majeſty, That the ſaid Michael is a Loyal Subject to His Majeſty. 
Hath a numerous Family. Had one of his Sons Kill” in His 
Majeſty's Service at Aghrim; and having loſt all he had left in 
the late Troubles, is now reduced to great want and miſery. 


He humbly prays relief from His Sacred Majeſty pur- 
ſuant to His Moſt Gracious Declaration at His 
Acce ſſion to the Grown, ani that either the Ea 
ſtate afpreſaid may be reſtorel to him, or ſuch 
other tetdnipence and ſatisfaction given him as to 
His Majeſty bal ſeem meet.
